W ASHING TO N, Fob. 20.— President Wilson today asked 
congress for authority to use the forces of the I nited Slates 
to protect American ships and lives against the German sub­ 
marine menace— to put the nation in a state of armed neutral­ 
ity. 
The immediate 
response 
was the introduction in the 
he-lice of a hill, approved in advance by the president, e m p o w ­ 
ering Elim to furnish guns and gunners to American merchant­ 
men i.nd to employ “such other instrumentalities and meth­ 
ods” as may become* necessary; and providing tor a $100,- 
000,000 bond issue, to be used in his discretion for war insur­ 
ance to encourage1 American commerce to brave* the* submarine* 
peril. 
The bill may be brought up in the* house tomorrow wit Et 
special rules for its immediate consideration. 
S e n a t e W i l l C o n sid e r Sim ila r Bill. 
A similar bill will bef considered t o m o r r o w b y the* senate* 
foreign relations committee. 
The president’s long expected action, while* received in 
the main with expressions of support, threatens to terce an ex­ 
tra session of congress. 
Republicans, 
disinclines! 
to grant 
blanket authority while congress is in recess, give evidence ot 
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from the Democratic elem ent classed as pacifist. 
The president’s advisers deplore this situation for its ef­ 
fect in Germany where th ey are convinced it xviii teed the o f ­ 
ficial impression that congress will not support the president 
if he finds it necessary to go to war and that he is not speak­ 
ing the sentiments of a united country.

The president’s request for authority to use other instru­ 
mentalities, is the principle sticking point.

cans, and some of the Democrats who hesitate to give hint

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The administration faces this division in its own r a n k s in 
m itt en , t o b e r e p o r t e d to the h o u s e 
its efforts to convince the Kaiser that the United States now is 
preparing to enforce respect for its rights on the high seas. 
Some Democrats point to the president’s own statement in his 
address today that he considered he already implied author­ 
ity to act and might do so without sanction of congress.

Wilson himself, however, said he preferred not to act on im­ 
plications and did not desire to be left without specific author­ 
ity and no congress to which to turn.

Altho President Wilson told congress he was not acting 
because of the long feared “overt act’ news ol the destruction 
of the Cunard liner Laconia, with Americans aboard, was re­ 
ceived here as he was entering the doors of the capitol and 
w as passed from mouth to mouth thru congress while he was 
speaking. 
Lacking details, its seriousness could not bi* e s t i ­ 
mated but it was apparent everywhere that it gave weight to 
the president’s words then falling upon a body of grave, s i l e n t 
legislators, assembled before 
him 
in a sombre moment ol 
American history w eighing the declarations which may lead 
the United States to war. 
But the president m ade it d e a r that America was asking 
to exercise none.but the rights of peace. 
That he was not pro­ 
posing nor contemplating war. 
He was thinking’, he s a i d , ot 
the rights of life itself, the rights of humanity, “ without which 
there is no civilization”— rights deeper and more f u n d a m e n t a l 
than merely the rights of Americans. 
“No course of my choosing nor of theirs,” said the presi­ 
dent, “will lead to war. 
W ar can come only by the xviiwul acts 
and aggressions of others.
